3. (Currently Amended) Pharmaceutical The pharmaceutical composition according 
to claim 2, charact e ris e d in that 1 is pr e s e nt in th e form of th e wherein at least one 
anticholinergic in the composition comprises at least one of a chloride, bromide, iodide, 
methanesulphonate^ [[or]] and para-toluenesulphonate , pr e f e rably in the form of th e bromid e. 

4. (Currently Amended) Pharmac e utical The pharmaceutical composition according 
to on e of claims 1 to 3 claim 1 , wherein the at least one anti-TNF antibody 2 can b e is at least 
one of polyclonal, [[or]] monoclonal, can b e modified by pegylation or can b e and a fragment of 
an antibody (which may or may not b e fus e d to another prot e in), as long th e fragment that 
contains at least one high affinity TNF alpha binding site.

7. (Currently Amended) Pharmac e utical The pharmaceutical composition according 
to one of claims 1 to 6 : charact e rised in that th e active substanc e s 1 and 2 claim L wherein the at 
least one anticholinergic and the at least one anti-TNF antibody are present in the composition 
either together in a single formulation or in two separate formulations. 

8. (Currently Amended) Pharmac e utical The pharmaceutical composition according 
to one of claims 1 to 7, charact e rised in that claim L wherein the weight ratios of 1 to 2 the at 
least one anticholinergic and the at least one anti-TNF antibody are in the range from 1 :2000 to 
1:1 , preferably from 1:1000 to 1:5 . 

9. (Currently Amended) Pharmac e utical composition according to one of claims 1 
to 8, characteris e d in that a singl e administration corr e sponds to a dose of the activ e substance 
comhinntion I and 2 of 1 to lQOOO^ig. preferably from 10 to 5000ug A method of administering 
a pharmaceutical composition comprising: 

providing a pharmaceutical composition according to claim 1 ; and 

administering the pharmaceutical composition at a selected dosage such that the at least 
one anticholinergic and the at least one anti-TNF antibody in the administered composition is in 
the range from 1 \xz to lOOOOug .

12. (Currently Amended) Pharmac e utical The pharmaceutical composition according 
to claim 11, charact e ris e d in that it is wherein the composition is an inhalable powder which 
contains 1 and 2 the at least one anticholinergic and the at least one anti-TNF antibody in 
admixture with suitabl e at least one physiologically acceptable excipient[[s]] selected from 
among the group consisting of monosaccharides, disaccharides, oli go [ H ] saccharides, and 
polysaccharides, polyalcohols, salts, or mixtur e s of th e se e xcipi e nts with on e anoth e r and 
mixtures thereof 

13. (Currently Amended) Inhalabl e An inhalable powder comprising the 
pharmaceutical composition according to claim 12, characterised in that th e wherein the at least 
one physiologically acceptable excipient has a maximum mass mean aerodynamic diameter of up 
to 250(im , pr e f e rably b e twe e n 10 and 150p.m . 

14. (Currently Amended) Capsul e s, charact e rised in that they contain A capsule 
containing an inhalable powder according to claim 12 or 13 . 

15. (Currently Amended) Pharmac e utical The pharmaceutical composition according 
to claim 11, charact e rised in that it wherein the composition is an inhalable powder which 
contains only the activ e substanc e s 1 and 2 as its ingr e di e nts at least one anticholinergic and the 
at least one anti-TNF antibody . 

16. (Currently Amended) Pharmac e utical The pharmaceutical composition according 
to claim 11, characteris e d in that it wherein the composition is [[a]] an inhalable solution or 
suspension which contains a solvent comprising one of water, ethanol or a mixture of water and 
ethanol as solv e nt . 
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17. (Currently Amended) Inhalabl e An inhalable solution or suspension comprising 
the pharmaceutical composition according to claim 16, characterised in that wherein the pH of 
the inhalable solution or suspension is from 2-7 , pr e f e rably 2 5 . 

1 8 . (Currently Amended) Use of a capsul e according to claim 1 1 in an inhal e r, 
pr e f e rably in a Handihal e r. A method of providing a dosage of an inhalable powder comprising: 

providing a capsule containing an inhalable powder according to claim 1 1 ; and 

administering a dosage of the inhalable powder in the capsule using an inhaler. 

19. (Currently Amended) Us e of an inhalabl e solution according to on e of claims 15 
or 16 for n e bulising in an inhal e r according to WO 91/11168 or an inhal e r as d e scrib e d in 
Figures 6a and 6b of WO 97/12687. A method of providing a dosage of an inhalable solution 
comprising: 

providing an inhalable solution comprising a pharmaceutical composition according to 
claim 1 1 and a solvent comprising one of water, ethanol or a mixture of water and ethanol; and 

administering a dosage of the inhalable solution by nebulizing the inhalable solution in an 

inhaler. 

20. (Currently Amended) Use of a composition according to one of claims 1 to 17 for 
pr e paring a m e dicament for treating inflammatory or obstructiv e dis e as e s of th e r e spiratory tract. 
A method of preparing a medicament for treating inflammatory or obstructive diseases of the 
respiratory tract, the method comprising providing a pharmaceutical composition according to 
claim 1. 

21. (New) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 1, further comprising a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable excipient. 
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22. (New) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 1, wherein the weight 
ratios of the at least one anticholinergic and the at least one anti-TNF antibody are in the range 
from 1:1000 to 1:5. 

23. (New) The method of claim 9, wherein the pharmaceutical composition is 
administered at a selected dosage such that the at least one anticholinergic and the at least one 
anti-TNF antibody in the administered composition is in the range from 1 0 |ig to 5000|xg. 

24. (New) The inhalable powder according to claim 13, wherein the at least one 
physiologically acceptable excipient has a maximum mass mean aerodynamic diameter of 
between 10 and 150|im. 

25. (New) The inhalable solution or suspension of claim 17, wherein the pH of the 
inhalable solution or suspension is from 2-5. 
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
